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Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 


Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 
Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 


The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 5066805 is considered to have been crystalized just by routine 
evaporation of solvent. In Harnden 1989, the presumption is that it was dissolved in ethyl acetate with hexane as 
antisolvent. The declarant is always entitled to use any knowledge of synthetic chemistry in replicating the prior art. In 
'057, col 8, lines 1 1-12 is mistaken as that is the intermediate. Only line 33 applies. In '673, there are two possible 
reading depending on whether Famciclovir is or is not soluble in ether. It it is not, then the mixture was in effect 
washed with ether, and after filtration, the Famciclovir was left on the filter. If it is soluble in ether, then elaboration with 
ether would have dissolved the Famciclovir, impurities would have been left on filter, and the white material would have 
been obtined by evaporation of the ether filtrate. The 102 rejection of claim 35 is based on an incorrect supplimental 
referenace. The indicated parts of Harnden 1989 actually makes the Famciclovir itselv, and not the 6-CI precurosr 
used in Harnden 1990. Instead, Harden 1989 points to EP 141927 as the actual source of the 6-CI intermediate. 
Example 1 1-10 of this patent shopws that the 6-CI materila was isolated from a solution of methanol and chloroform, so 
that the material is still contaminated with traces of methanol, in the view of the examiner. Therefore, the starting 
material used in Harden 1990 is still considered to have traces of methanol present, so that the crystalization is done 
with a methanol-water mixture. Applicants will receive a non-Final rejection stating this revised version. For enablement 
rjection of claim 35, applicants must perform experiments producing the solvate from each of the solvent mixtures, 
except for DMF/water. . 
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
